SANCTUARY THREAT 


Rescued dogs could be put down if couple lose their home

AS many as 25 rescued greyhounds and 
lurchers will be destroyed unless a Harlow 
couple who care for them can find the 
money to save their home from reposses¬ 
sion. 

Gill and Lee Craddock have run Pat’s Legacy 
Sanctuary from their family home in Sheering 
Road, Harlow, since 2001. 

But now they face losing everything after their mort¬ 
gage lender served them with an eviction notice last 
week. 

The couple - who fund the sanctuary from their own 
pockets - had fallen into arrears with their repayments 
after having to become full-time carers for their termi¬ 
nally ill parents. 

Now they must pay £12,000 by the end of this month 
or else they will find themselves homeless and left with 
no other option but to have the dogs put down. 

“The situation has become desperate,” said Mrs 



Craddock. “Most of these dogs have been abused men¬ 
tally and physically by their owners, which makes re¬ 
homing them very difficult as there is always the risk 
they may bite or fight out of fear. 

“Unless we can find the money to pay off the mort¬ 
gage arrears, we will have no choice but to put these 
beautiful dogs to sleep. It’s as simple as that.” 

The couple’s financial troubles began three years ago 
when they stopped working as graphic designers to care 
for Mrs Craddock’s father, who had been diagnosed with 
lung cancer. 

Shortly after his death in October 2007, his mother 
was diagnosed with heart failure and moved into the cou¬ 
ple’s home so they could care for her. She died shortly 
before Christmas. 

With a very low income and the running costs of the 
greyhound sanctuary to meet, their debts began to pile 
up. 

“I just wish the mortgage firm would give us a bit 
more time to come up with the cash,” added Mrs 
Craddock. 

“We are getting some generous donations coming in 
from greyhound charities and their supporters, but we 
need much more to ensure these dogs survive.”

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Plucky OAP's hit 
and run burglar

A MAN of 94 thwarted a burglar by 
punching him in the face. 

The OAP was confronted by the intrud¬ 
er as he investigated a noise in his council 
home at about 10.30pm on Thursday. 

But instead of handing over cash, he lashed 
out and struck the would-be thief, who then ran¬ 
sacked the property. 

The crook fled empty-handed but smashed a 
picture of the man’s late wife during the raid. 

Detective Constable Jay Mccreath said: “This 
burglar should be ashamed of himself as not 
only was he foiled by a man nearly three times 
his age but also that he should stoop to such des¬ 
picable levels by smashing a photograph of sen¬ 
timental value.” 

An Essex Police spokesman added: “We 
would like to commend the pensioner for his 
bravery. He was uninjured but left shaken.” 

The OAP was too upset to talk about the inci¬ 
dent this week and has asked for his address in 
the Netteswell area not to be disclosed. 

Netteswell councillor Edna Stevens suggest¬ 
ed people could be turning to crime because of 
the economic downturn and said she would be 
pushing for increased police patrols. 

Stressing that Harlow is a safe place to live, 
she added: “We have regular meetings with the 
police and we have more police working in 
Harlow than any previous time. However, I 
would urge people to lock their doors when they 
are inside and to use a door chain.” 

The burglar was described as aged in his late 
20s to early 30s, white with long brown hair and 
about 1.67m (5ft 6in) tall.

Reformed 'hooligan' 
spared jail for theft 


A MAN has been spared jail by 
a judge who said he had been 
working on going “from hooli¬ 
gan to family man.” 

Nathan Bibby (25), of The 
Dashes, Harlow, was given a 
suspended sentence for stealing 
a motorbike and crashing it in 
2007. 

But he breached the order 
when he admitted stealing 
scrap metal from Fleet Mobile 
Tyres, in Sawbridgeworth, in 
May last year. 

Sentencing him at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Tuesday, Judge Anthony 
Goldstaub told him: “When 
you were sentenced last time 
you would have been told if 
you commit any further 
offences you might have to 


serve a custodial sentence. You 
have come perilously close.” 

Bibby was given a four- 
month jail sentence, suspended 
for 12 months and to run con¬ 
current with the earlier sen¬ 
tence. He was also given a 12- 
month supervision order, also 
to run concurrent with the ear¬ 
lier supervision order which 
was extended from 18 months 
to two years. 

James Howard, in mitigation, 
told the court Bibby was mak¬ 
ing progress in his supervision 
and was now in a stable rela¬ 
tionship and the father of a 
three-month-old child. 

He added he had also started 
a legitimate business of collect¬ 
ing scrap metal with permis¬ 
sion. 


New trial for Liddard 


A BANKER accused of killing a 
pleasure boat captain in a drunk¬ 
en brawl will be tried again. 

Andrew Liddard (28), is 
accused of punching Michael 
Reed (67), who later died of a 
heart attack. In a trial last month, 
jurors could not reach verdicts 
on charges of manslaughter and 
causing actual bodily harm. 

Liddard’s brother Christopher 


(23), of Challinor, Harlow, was 
cleared of manslaughter, affray 
and assault occasioning actual 
bodily harm. He admitted com¬ 
mon assault and will be sen¬ 
tenced on January 30. 

Andrew Liddard, from 
Hoddeson, will stand trial again 
from July 13. He denies 
manslaughter and assault occa¬ 
sioning actual bodily harm.

Housing help job

Head of housing Andrew Murray - 
one of eight senior officers to be 
rewarded with a substantial pay hike this 
year - has written to his staff outlining 
plans for a service review in which posts 
will be axed and officers made to re¬ 
apply for their jobs. 

The letter claims the restructuring exer¬ 
cise reflects “the changed requirements for 
the wider housing portfolio” and will allow 
the service “to build upon its strengths” and 
“work more effectively as a team.”

But one worker, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said: “How can making two 
officers redundant improve the service we 
provide? 

“More and more people are going to need 
the department’s help during this recession, 
but the council has decided to make cutbacks 
- it’s absolutely ridiculous.” 

The news comes in the wake of the 
authority’s decision to withdraw funding 
from the Welfare Rights and Advice Service, 
and just two months after the Star revealed 
the number of home repossessions in Harlow 
was on the rise. 

Selma Granger, former head of the now- 
defunct Harlow Accommodation Project 
charity, expressed her dismay at the cut¬ 


backs. 

“They are overstretched as it is, so I’m 
really concerned about these redundancies,” 
she said. 

“The reality is that more families are 
going to be made homeless as the country 
goes into recession. The council should be 
expanding the service to cater for increased 
demand, not cutting it back just to save 
money.” 

A council spokesman said the authority 
would endeavour to redeploy any staff made 
redundant and that consultation with 
employees and trade unions was ongoing. 

“So far, housing repossessions do not 
appear to have hit the town as hard as in 
other areas,” he added. “However, we are 
monitoring the situation carefully and we 
aim to tackle developments as they arise. 
Being ready for future challenges is part of 
the reason for reorganising teams.”

LIBERAL Democrat prospec¬ 
tive Parliamentary candidate 
Dean White has called for guar¬ 
antees about the future of The 
Museum Of Harlow. 

He has written to Harlow 
Council leader Andrew John¬ 
son, urging him to promise the 
Muskham Road facility will not 
be shut. 

Last week, Mr Johnson 


admitted the council is consid¬ 
ering moving the museum to 
the Civic Centre to cut bills. 

Mr White said: “Local peo¬ 
ple are scared by the ongoing 
rounds of cuts from the 
Conservative council. As the 
main opposition in Harlow, it is 
the Liberal Democrats’ respon¬ 
sibility to hold them to account 
on this issue.”

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Tory urges a boycott 
of 'sweatshop' store

AN undercover BBC investigation 
linking High Street clothing chain 
Primark to UK sweatshops has 
prompted a call from a leading 
Harlow Tory for shoppers to boy¬ 
cott the store. 

Conservative prospective Parliamen¬ 
tary candidate Robert Halfon was so out¬ 
raged by the report he has written to the 
manager of the Harlow branch of the 
budget fashion chain, in the Harvey 
Centre, to express his concern. 

The report was screened on News At 10 on 
Monday and included secret footage of an 
undercover reporter being offered half the 
minimum wage to work alongside illegal 
immigrants at one of the firm’s main suppli¬ 
ers. 

Speaking on Tuesday, Mr Halfon said:

’’Like anyone who watched BBC news last 
night, I am outraged, shocked and disgusted 
by what I watched - I feel sick that I have 
ever been in Harlow Primark. 

“This company is behaving with the worst 
possible standards and seemingly does not 
value human life. It seems not to care who its 
suppliers are so long as it can out-price its 
competitors.” 

In his letter to the store manager, Mr 
Halfon questions the firm’s inspection proce¬ 
dures and asks why it has apparently turned a 
blind eye to the alleged illegal working prac¬ 
tices used by suppliers. 

Although the store told the BBC it was 
“extremely concerned about the very serious 
allegations” made in the broadcast and prom¬ 
ised it would conduct its own investigation, 
Mr Halfon said an apology was inadequate. 

“I urge all local people to boycott this shop 
until it shows proper standards,” he added. 
“Primark’s apology to the BBC is not enough 
Nobody from the chain was unavailable 
for comment as the Star went to press yester¬ 
day (Wednesday).

Zavvi branch survives 
first round of closures 


THE Harlow branch of struggling 
music and entertainment chain Zavvi 
has escaped immediate closure after 
administrators spared the store in 
their first round of cutbacks. 

Ernst & Young has announced the 
immediate closure of 40 of the firm’s 
branches, but the Broad Walk store is 
one of 74 others which will continue 
to trade while a rescue package is 
sought for the beleaguered brand. 

The troubled chain has been badly 
affected by the collapse of 
Woolworths and its wholesale distri¬ 
bution arm Entertainment UK, which 
had supplied Zavvi with the majority 
of its stock until it went into adminis¬ 
tration in late November. 

Zavvi was forced to cease all online 
trading as a result and has since had 
considerable difficulty in sourcing 
new stock. 


Joint administrator Tom Jack said: 
“Despite record consumer demand 
since Christmas, it is no longer possi¬ 
ble to support continued trading 
across all of the Zavvi stores. 

“However, we intend to continue to 
trade the remaining Zavvi portfolio 
with a view to selling all or part of the 
Zavvi business as a going concern. So 
far, we have received 60 expressions 
of interest which we continue to 
actively pursue.” 

# LAND of Leather, which has a 
branch in Harlow’s Queens Gate 
Centre has called in the administra¬ 
tors, putting 1,000 jobs at risk in the 
UK. 

The furniture firm has 109 stores 
and announced the move on Monday 
after its sales reportedly fell by 47 per 
cent over the three months to 
November 2 last year. 


Town escapes 
downturn in 
UK recycling 

RESIDENTS in Harlow are 
being urged to recycle as 
normal after council chiefs said 
the authority is not suffering 
effects of the recycling industry 
plunging into crisis. 

Rubbish which has been sorted 
by homeowners throughout the 
country is being stored in huge 
warehouses because private 
companies contracted by local 
authorities cannot sell the 
materials. Waste paper has 
particularly been hit by 
plummeting demand and most 
paper mills in the country are 
not accepting new stock. 

The situation has caused 
problems for some councils, 
which have had to pay 
contracted firms to store the 
stockpiled recycled materials - 
leading to fears tax-payers will 
end up footing the bill. 

But Harlow Council this week 
reported business as normal, 
with a spokesman stating: 
“Recycling in the town is not 
currently affected by the global 
economic situation. Residents 
should continue to recycle using 
services available and reduce 
their waste wherever possible. 
“Recyclable items, which are 
collected through the council’s 
kerbside scheme and from 
neighbourhood recycling sites, 
continue to be taken to material 
processing centres and sent for 
recycling.” 

PAH's boost for 
cancer patients 

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital 
has altered its patient 
monitoring programme in a bid 
to improve efficiency and 
quality of care for cancer 
sufferers. 

All cancer patients will now 
have their progress tracked from 
the first time they visit the 
hospital for treatment to ensure 
they are treated within the 
national target of two months. 
Previously, only patients 
referred urgently by GPs or 
undergoing the first round of 
treatment were monitored. 


Cashpoint gang 
is sent to prison 

A GANG has been sentenced to a total of 
17 years behind bars for a spate of cash 
machine raids in Harlow and other parts of 
the country. 

Stewart Bentley, Paul Mockford, George 
Welford and Martin Godwin admitted 
charges relating to the theft or attempted 
theft of 25 cash machines. 

Bentley (36) was sentenced to three 
years, Mockford (36) was given five years, 

Welford (40) was sentenced to five years 
and Godwin (35) was sentenced to a total of 
four years at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Thursday. All are from the London area. 

The court heard the gang stuck between 
May 2007 and July 2008, stealing or 
attempting to steal 17 cash machines, 
including one in Harlow, and taking 10 
vehicles from various locations. 

The thefts and damage caused to proper¬ 
ty totalled more than £500,000. 

Police finally caught up with the gang 
when Bentley was arrested after being 
found under a lorry in April 2009 trying to 
detach chains which had been used in the 
attempt to steal the contents of a cash 
machine.

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Families' cold 
snap distress

SIX families have been forced to 
endure the brutal cold snap with¬ 
out heating or hot water because 
of faulty heating in their council- 
owned flats. 

Tenants in Barn Mead first reported 
problems with their shared central heat¬ 
ing system on New Year’s Day - but they 
are still waiting for Harlow Council’s 
maintenance contractor Kier Harlow to 
mend it. 

Meanwhile, temperatures in the town have 
plummeted to as low as -6°C at night. 

The angry tenants have laid the blame for 
their plight squarely on council officers they 
have criticised as “arrogant”. 

Among those affected is mother-of-two 
Donna Tyler, who has been forced to huddle 
up with her 11-week-old baby girl and 11- 
year-old daughter every night to make sure 
they stay warm. 

“This has been an absolute nightmare,” 
she said. “How are you supposed to properly 
care for a baby when you’re forced to live 
without heat during the coldest weeks of the 
year? 

“We’ve all had to move into the living 
room and huddle up around an electric 
heater every night just to stay warm. 

“It’s not just us I’m worried about - there 
are elderly residents living in our block as 
well. I’ve tried and tried to get the council to 
sort this out, but they just don’t seem both¬ 
ered. Their arrogance is disgraceful.” 

Kier Harlow business development man¬ 
ager Graham Williamson said arrangements 
have now been made for engineers to visit 
the affected flats within the next week to 
attempt to resolve the problems. 

“When it was first reported that there was 
a problem with the communal boiler at Bam

Mead, Kier Harlow Ltd staff attended and 
got the boiler working again,” he said. 

“Our operatives visited the site a number 
of times and believed the issue had been 
resolved. 

“However, it has since been identified that 
the problem has moved to the heating cir¬ 
cuits within the flats, which has led to a spo¬ 
radic supply of heating and hot water.”

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Ex-councillor 
is in the clear 


A WATCHDOG has cleared 
a former councillor of 
bringing Harlow Council 
into disrepute, despite them 
deeming his comments “ill- 
judged”, “unacceptable” 
and “inappropriate” and 
agreeing he broke the rules. 

The Standards Board for 
England launched an investiga¬ 
tion after former Independent 
John Paul Goddard called for the 
resignation of community servic¬ 
es head Lynn Seward last year. 

Mr Goddard was reacting to a 
series of controversies which sur¬ 
rounded the department, including 
the suspension of The Playhouse’s 
then-manager Phil Dale, for which 
no official reason was given. 

Mr Dale was re-instated after a 
six-week investigation but resigned a 
few weeks later.

The council’s monitoring officer 
referred Mr Goddard to the board 
after it was alleged his comments 
broke the Code of Conduct and 
brought the authority into disrepute. 

But after nearly a year of scrutiny, 
the Standard Board’s ethical stan¬ 
dards officer has decided no action 
needs to be taken. 

A summary of his findings, noted 
by the council’s standards committee 
last night (Wednesday), states: “By 
speaking to the Press in this way, 
councillor Goddard had failed to 
treat the officer with respect and had 
breached the Code of Conduct. 

“However, the ethical standards 
officer did not consider that council¬ 
lor Goddard’s behaviour was of a 
nature which brought his office or 
the authority into disrepute.” 


The board concluded that because 
Mr Goddard is no longer a council¬ 
lor, no further action needs to be 
taken. 

However, in a stark warning to 
current elected members, the board 
added the council’s standards com¬ 
mittee could have suspended him for 
three months if he was still a coun¬ 
cillor. 

Mr Goddard, who has since 
moved from Harlow to study law, 
said he accepts he may not have 
raised his concerns in the best forum 
and did not intend to cause offence 
but was seriously concerned about 
the theatre’s future at the time. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Council officers sometimes have to 
propose difficult solutions and take 
unpopular decisions in the best inter¬ 
ests of the community. 

“They must be able to do so with¬ 
out being subjected to unpleasant 
personal attacks.”

V ISITING journalists 
can sometimes find it 
difficult to write 
positive things about some 
of the foreign towns and 
cities they are assigned to 
cover. 

But for one Norwegian reporter 
who was sent to Harlow in 1961 
during Norway Week, the New 
Town proved to be welcome 
change from the pine forests and 
snow-capped mountains of his 
homeland. 

The reporter - whose name has 
sadly been mislaid for posterity - 
wrote eight articles during the week 
celebrating the friendship links 
between Harlow and Stavanger for 
our twin town’s daily paper 
Stavanger Aftenblad. 

Some may say the articles only 
highlight how times in the town 
have changed, but for the reporter at 
the time Harlow was truly a 
paradigm of modern living. 
Translated copies of the stories 
were sent to Harlow Urban District 
Council after they were printed for 
the perusal of the chairman and 
members. 

A photocopy of the document, sent 
to Nostalgia, gives an insight into 
the writer’s reaction to our town. 

In an article entitled ‘Green Lawns 
To Walk On\ he makes mention of 
the town’s layout, noting it is not 
like those in his home country but 
instead comprises smaller 
communities. 

He goes on to enthuse about its 
extensive cycle track and the many 
open spaces which Sir Fredrick 
Gibberd incorporated into his 
masterplan. 

“(Harlow) is a place for people 
who do not want to live in the large 
towns but who want to live and 
breathe fresh air,” he wrote. 

“Here people walk on the grass. 
There are so many lawns, wide- 
open fields, not fields but well- 
tended green belts, in hundreds of 



acres. 

“It is a delight for the children, for 
the housewife. It’s just like being on 
another planet.” 

In another of his articles, the writer 
makes note of the town’s low crime 
rate and praises the quality of the 
now-defunct swimming pool on 
First Avenue. 

“In Harlow, nobody locks their car 


at night. The window is left open 
and nothing disappears. 

“It is a splendid indoor pool, a 
beautiful building ... bright and 
light.” 

In a swipe at his own town’s lack of 
such a facility, he adds: “We 
wouldn’t need to build so 
luxuriously, but it would be very 
fine if we could.”

Do you know your NHS number? 

EVERYONE registered with the NHS in England 
has their own unique NHS number. 

It is printed on your medical card which was given 
to you when you register with a GP practice. 

Each NHS number is made up of ten digits, 
shown like this: 450 557 7104 (this is an example 
number only). 

If you have an old medical card, it will have an 
old-style NHS number consisting of letters and 
numbers. Having the old-style NHS number will 
not affect your care. 

You should know your NHS number as it is useful 
to give to staff who are caring for you. 

To get a new medical card and NHS number, you 
will need to contact the NHS by ringing NHS West 
Essex on 01279 827473 or 01279 827519. 

Your NHS number is different from your National 
Insurance (Nl) number, which is used for tax and 
pensions.

Rethink forced

CONTROVERSIAL pro¬ 
posals to give Harlow 
Council’s senior officers a 
massive pay hike in the 
middle of the financial 
meltdown and the authori¬ 
ty’s own severe budget cri¬ 
sis have been called in for 
reconsideration. 

The decision to give the 
Civic Centre’s top-earners up to 
£10,000 extra a year was 
pushed through by the ruling 
Tory administration last month. 

But now Liberal Democrat 
members have called for an urgent 
review of the decision. 

The issue is on the agenda for 
debate at a public meeting of the 
scrutiny committee tomorrow 
(Friday), although the proposed 
huge pay rises will be discussed 
behind closed doors. 

The pay review was pushed 
through at a special meeting of the 
policy and resources committee in 
December, but the Lib Dems 
argue members were not given 
enough notice or evidence to fully 
understand the implications of the 
recommendations put before 
them.

Lib Dem leader Chris 
Millington said: “At a time when 
the Conservatives are cutting wel¬ 
fare rights provision by over half, 
it is a bit rich for them to be 
awarding pay rises to senior man¬ 
agers which will cost the council 
money. 

“It’s a disgrace that they tried to 
smuggle this through committee 
saying it was urgent - even though 
the award doesn’t come into effect 
until April - and hoping that no- 
one would notice.”

Advice service 
cuts see new 
clients refused 

ADVICE services are turning 
away new clients as they face the 
prospect of closure after Harlow 
Council’s ruling Tories axed their 
funding. 

Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice 
and Harlow Citizen’s Advice 
Bureau, both based in the Advice 
Centre, in West Square, have one 
last chance for survival if the 
scrutiny committee reverse last 
month’s decision when it meets 
tomorrow (Friday). 

But if this last hope fails, all 
staff employed at the Advice 
Centre will be left facing the 
prospect of redundancy. 

At present, 863 struggling 
Harlow families and individuals 
are being helped by HWRA and 
staff have promised to try to 
resolve their cases before the 
existing funding deal with the 
council ends on March 31. 
However, 180 people currently 
on its waiting list have been told 
they will not be helped. 

HWRA treasurer Pat Ruder and 
Harlow CAB chairman the Rev 
Albert Watson said they were 
shocked by the cutbacks and 
urged councillors to reconsider. 
“As the credit crunch bites ever 
harder in our town and the 
number, complexity and severity 
of the cases the services are 
called on to help gets ever larger, 
the highly professional, 
confidential independent and, 
importantly, free advice the 
services provide has never been 
more needed,” said Ms Ruder.

Good Will's hunting for 
redemption in earnest 



THIS meditation on life and death 
reunites star Will Smith with director 
Gabriele Muccino and boasts a hush- 
hush final reel revelation, but it’s mostly 
a monumental tease. 

The twist, which brings clarity to the 
intentionally fractured narrative, is blindingly 
obvious from the pedestrian first 15 minutes. 
So obvious, in fact, that you’ll spend the rest of 
Seven Pounds convinced that first-time 
screenwriter Grant Nieporte must have an ace up 
his sleeve to justify all of the subterfuge and 
ambiguity. 

Sadly, what you see is what you get in this

emotionally manipulative film, and what you get 
is a terribly earnest tale of self-sacrifice and 
redemption which pins a makeshift halo to 
Smith, casting him as a broken man with a secret 
who seeks absolution in the most ridiculous way 
imaginable. 

“In seven days, God created the world. In seven 
seconds, I shattered mine,” narrates IRS tax 
collector Ben Thomas (Smith) in voiceover, 
shortly after we see him dial 911 to report his 
own suicide. 

In flashback, we watch him track down seven 
strangers whose fates are somehow connected to 


his own, including Emily Posa (Rosario Dawson), 
a single woman with a serious heart condition, 
blind pianist Ezra Turner (Woody Harrelson) who 
works in telephone sales, physically abused 
Hispanic wife Connie Tepos (Elpidia Carrillo), and 
generous hockey coach George Ristuccia (Bill 
Smitrovich). 

Some of the chosen ones, like overworked doctor 
Stewart Goodman (Tim Kelleher), turn out to be 
bad eggs and are hastily discarded. 

As he worms his way into these people’s lives, 
Ben conceals a curious truth: that the strangers 
all have roles to play in a grander endeavour. 
However, a burgeoning romance with Emily and 
a series of urgent telephone messages from his 
brother threaten to distract him from his goal.

Warmer reality of Holocaust icon 



THE DIARY OF ANNE FRANK 

(Contender Home Entertainment, PG, retail) 

Anne Frank’s diary is reputably the world’s most 
widely read work of non-fiction and in adapting it 
there’s often been a tendency, understandably, to 
transform her into a cipher for Jewish suffering during 
the Second World War. 

The young girl hiding out from the Germans in a 
cramped annexe can often seem more a two- 
dimensional martyr than a frustrated, frightened 
teenager, so it’s to the credit of writer Deborah 
Moggach - who, for the first time, was given 
permission to use Anne’s own words as well as 
access to portions of the diary previously excised by 
the family - that this excellent new five-part BBC 
production presents her a warmer, more fully 
rounded, real character. 

Ellie Kendricks is simply amazing as Anne, striking 
just the right balance of petulance, precocity, 
uncertainty, romance and fear as the 13-year-old, her 
family and others go into hiding above her father’s 
Amsterdam spice warehouse following the 
occupation of Holland. 

For two years, Anne documented the shortages, 
cramped conditions and terror of discovery, along 
with her most private musings, hopes and thoughts of 
boys, although this adaptation elaborates on the latter 
in a way the diary itself did not. 

Ably supporting Kendricks is a first-rate cast, including 
Iain Glen and Tamsin Greig very credible as Anne’s 
parents Otto and Edith, Felicity Jones as sister Margot, 
Leslie Sharp excellent as the shrill Petronella Van

supplies for the concealed group.

BABYLON A.D. 

(20th Century Fox Home Entertainment, 15, retail & 
rental) 

Sometimes, negative advance word can end up 
working in a movie’s favour - and few in recent years 
have met with such an up-front mauling as this slice 
of dystopian sci-fi action starring Vin Diesel. 

Oddly, director Mathieu (La Maine, Crimson Rivers 
and, erm, Gothika ) Kassovitz turned out to be its 
strongest critic, claiming in interviews prior to release 
that the studio interfered all the way through 
shooting, to the extent of even dictating how he 
mounted certain scenes. 

When he was done, Fox took it away to lop an hour 
from the 161-minute running time (aversion 
Kassovitz dismissed as “like a bad episode of 24”) 
and then rolled it out with no previews for critics 
(never a good sign) and little fanfare. 

Yet approaching Babylon A.D. with battered 
expectations turns out to be a good thing; it’s 
certainly no Blade Runner or Children Of Men, but it’s 
never dull and only at the climax are its running 
themes and ideas swamped by silliness. 

In a near-future world slipping into entropic chaos, 
Diesel (doing his rasping anti-hero thing) is 
mercenary Toorop, contracted by a Russian mobster 


(an almost-unrecognisable Gerard Depardieu) to 
escort a ‘package’ through the feral wastelands of 
Eastern Europe to New York. 

The consignment turns out to be the unworldly young 
woman Aurora (Melanie Thierry), raised in an 
isolated convent and accompanied by martial arts 
expert and nun Sister Rebeka (Hong Kong movie star 
Michelle Yeoh). 

It seems everybody’s interested in the mysterious 
Aurora, from the gun-for-hire goons who keep 
popping up to a creepy fledgling religion (led by 
Charlotte Rampling in evil stepmother mode); even 
more so once she begins to exhibit seemingly 
paranormal abilities under stress. 

Remaining largely faithful to the cyberpunk ethos 
which spawned it, Babylon A.D. is a sometimes 
confusing, sprawling collision of ideas, conspiracy 
and paranoia which takes the time to pepper its 
environments with credible touches such as street 
butchers peddling what looks like rabbit or cat 
carcasses, New York’s skyscrapers overlaid with 
projected advertisements and chemical passports. 

It doesn’t let the action sequences (which are very 
good) overwhelm the story and, once in a while, 
throws up moments suggesting the different kind of 
film Kassovitz might have had in mind - there’s a 
genuine frisson of horror at the spectacle of a 
submarine ferrying illegal immigrants to Canada 
slipping beneath the icy black waters with dozens of 
desperate refugees still clinging to it. 

Unfortunately, it all spins out of control at the end, 
throwing in virgin births, genetic manipulation and 
the casual reanimation of the dead like so much 
frantic confetti. 


Not the return to Pitch Black form fans might have 
been hoping for from Diesel, but certainly an 
improvement over xXx and The Pacifier.

TALES OF THE FOURTH DIMENSION 

(Ghost Films, 12, retail) 

Five short stories riffing on the theme of time are 
linked by Rocky Horror Show creator Richard O’Brien 
in this mostly entertaining low-budget portmanteau. 
Modest production values are bolstered by decent 
writing and ideas, sometimes a little patchy and often 
hinging on an amusing twist in the tale. 

It starts out strongly with Ghostwriters, in which the 
Voyager space probe encounters a wormhole with 
the result that the complete works of Shakespeare 
(implausibly in book form) are catapulted back 
through time to land in the garden of a certain 
struggling Elizabethan playwright who’s having no 
success selling his own books. Deciding to pass off 
his own as-yet-unwritten plays as, well, his own, he 
buries his inferior earlier work ... little suspecting who 
might one day dig it up. 

The Big Time visits a mechanic in 1960s Liverpool 
who almost becomes a Beatle, Leonardo’s Vision 
explains the origins of Da Vinci’s famous Vitruvian 
Man with the unwitting aid of two paranormal 
investigators, who also crop up again in the broader 
comedy of The Witching Hour, while The Last 
Chance Saloon rounds things off nicely in Groundhog 
Day territory.

From pest control to Olympic prospect 


JAMES Huckle, right , has 
London 2012 in mind as he 
competes in Sydney at the 
Australian Youth Olympic 
Festival this week. 

The 18-year-old from Old 
Harlow has been 
earmarked by British 
Shooting as a future 
Olympic medallist. 

Last year he won three gold 
medals at the 
Commonwealth Youth 
Games, having only taken 
up the sport because his 
father’s farm had a vermin 
problem. 

“It’s strange in a way that 
I’ve ended up in the sport 
because both my parents 
are pretty much what you 
could call anti-weapons,” he 
said. 

“But Dad bought this air 
rifle because we had two- 
and-a-half acres of land 
and there was a rat 
problem. 



“I was always fascinated by 
the idea that you could 
press a trigger at one end 
of the gun and direct such 
enormous power out of the 
other end.” 

At 16, Huckle saved up to 
buy his first competitive 
rifle and then a chance 
encounter on his first visit 
to the GB training venue at 
Bisley saw him poached for 
Olympic competition. 

“I’d been nagging my mum 


to take me to Bisley for 
ages,” Huckle recalls. 

“By chance the British 
junior development squad 
were training there and I 
got invited to a weekend 
practice. So it was quite a 
quick progression.” 

Huckle insists that shooting 
is a young person’s sport, 
demanding a huge level of 
physical stamina and 
durability. 

“You have to be as 
physically fit as an athlete 
in any other sport. If you 
ask people to hold up a 
rifle, weighing between 8- 
12kg, for three-and-a-half 
hours, which is what 
shooters do in competition, 
they would almost certainly 
not be able to do it,” he 
said. 

“They’d be begging to move 
within half an hour. I spend 
three hours a day, four days 
a week working out at my 


local gym on improving my 
core stability - that’s all the 
muscles around your 
stomach and lower back.” 
Mental strength is also vital 
for success. “There’s a lot 
that runs through your 
mind when you’re a rifle- 
shooter. You have to focus 
really hard,” said Huckle. 
“But you also let it happen 
naturally because you can’t 
think too much about what 
you’re doing - it has to flow 
and just happen.” 
Supremely confident, 
Huckle is determined to 
earn a place on the podium 
at the London Olympics. 
“My main goal is the 
Olympics in 2012,” he said. 
“I will definitely medal in 
that but for now I just want 
to get up there and hit that 
target, do what I do every 
day in training and 
concentrate on improving 
as much as I can.”

The 300-seater stadium is home to 
a restaurant, two bars, a function 
room, private boxes, poker and darts 
facilities and even an internet cafe. 

Recently the stadium introduced a

last week Harlow secured £180,000 
from the governing body, the 
Greyhound Board of Great Britain, to 
carry out more improvement work. 

Page said: “We are hoping to 
extend and enlarge the track.” 

Harlow is now home to 25 trainers 
and holds meetings three times a 
week - Wednesdays, Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

Fans can also watch racing at 


Harlow on the internet - and have a 
bet! 

Page hopes to attract more than 
500 punters to race nights on Fridays 
and Saturdays. 

“We hope to get the top dogs. We 
will only get these dogs if we can 
offer big prize money,” Page 
explained. 

Fans will have been saddened by 
the closure of Walthamstow and Page 
remembers fondly the night in the 
mid-1980s when the Red Rum of 
greyhound racing Scurlogue Champ 
was watched by more than 8,500. 

With the next nearest tracks as far 
as Romford and Wimbledon, Harlow 
simply must seize this opportunity to 
go to the next level. “People still 
think of it as men in cloth caps and 
grey coats. The beauty here is we are 
so reasonably priced,” Page said. 

Barclay, 46, is determined to make 
Harlow synonymous with top-quality 
greyhound racing. 

“When I left Walthamstow I did 
not need to work again. I could have 
sat back and retired but I met Dave 
[Barclay] and he fired my enthusi¬ 
asm again,” beamed Page.

Hawks are on the up 


SIMON Morgan, the Hawks 
chairman, has backed new boss 
Glen Alzapiedi to save the club 
from relegation this year - and 
expects a promotion charge 
next season. 

The 43-year-old Harlow Town 
chairman says Alzapiedi is the 
man to take the Barrows Farm 
side onwards and upwards. 
Alzapiedi has signed seven 
players from his old club Ware, 
while three players have either 
quit the club or been moved on 
following the departure of 
player-boss Ryan Kirby.

A taste of 
the Orient? 


Speculation mounts that League 
One club could relocate to Harlow

HAWKS chairman 
Simon Morgan and 
Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell have con¬ 
demned speculation 
linking Leyton Orient 
FC with a shock move to 
Harlow. 

Radio and news media 
have picked up on the 
rumours indicating a bold 
switch to Essex for the 
struggling League One club. 

Harlow has been identified as 
a prime location due to its prox¬ 
imity with much of Orient’s fan 
base and excellent road and rail 
links to the capital. 

But MP Rammell, a vice- 
president at Harlow Town FC, 
believes any relocation would 
be unworkable. “As a passion¬ 
ate football fan, I believe foot¬ 
ball clubs are about the commu¬ 
nities they are rooted in. 
Leytonstone is not Harlow. 

“I would need a lot of per¬ 
suading that it would be sensi¬ 
ble or desirable for Orient to 
move to Harlow. 

“We also have a thriving 
football club of our own, which 


with my support has through 
the Government’s Gateway 
development got a great new 
stadium.” 

He added: “It is also not at all 
clear to me where Orient would 
move to in Harlow.” 

The O’s have been hit by a 
big dip in attendances and it has 
been reported that a relocation 
to a site out of London could be 
on the cards to preserve the 
long-term survival of a club 
once home to famous names 
such as England winger Lawrie 
Cunningham. 

Much of the O’s support is 
believed to be from the Harlow, 
Epping and Brentwood areas, 
even stretching up as far as 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

Hawks chairman Morgan 


told Star Sport that Harlow 
Town’s ground at Barrows Farm 
simply could not cater for 
Orient, whose average atten¬ 
dances have dropped to below 
4,800. 

“Our stadium would not be 
suitable for a Football League 
club,” said Morgan. “It’s pure 
speculation. The roads would 
not be able to take it.” 

A site close to the Mil 
motorway might be the only 
possible destination for Orient, 
but planning permission could 
prove difficult for the club, 
owned by entrepreneur Barry 
Hearn. 

Orient’s size and stature 
would appear to rule out a 
ground share with Harlow Town 
FC. The capacity at Barrows 



Farm is 3,000. 

“Parking would be a major 
problem,” added Morgan. 

Orient have played at 
Brisbane Road for 70 years but 
are struggling to attract new 
fans. 

Few E10 residents follow the 
club which is struggling in the 
bottom six this season. Crowds 
are down 500 from the 2007-08 
season. 

However, Harlow Council 
welcomed any bid from Leyton 
Orient to move to the town. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Harlow is a fantastic location 
that would be great for any club 
or business wanting easy access 
to London and the surrounding 
area. 

“We would be delighted if 
Leyton Orient wanted to move 
here, provided we were confi¬ 
dent it would not harm the local 
community or Harlow’s existing 
football team, Harlow Town 
FC.” 

Leyton Orient FC spokesman 
Leo Pyrie said: “The club is not 
making any comment on this 
story at the moment.”
